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1.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  8)£  o'clock  a.  m.,  ana  adjourn  at  12  m.,  but  may  alter 
the  time  ot  meeting  and  adjournment  at  their  discretion. 

2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
stood  adjourned,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  opened  by  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing  and 
prayer,  and  shall  have  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  read  and  approved. 

3.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Confer- 
ence, but  in  case  of  an  appeal,  the  question  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

4.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  Conference, 
but  any  member  may  decline  serving  on  more  than  one  committee  at  the  same  time. 

5.  All  motions  and  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  shall  be  reduced  to  Writing:,  if 
the  President,  Secretary,  or  any  other  member  request  it. 

6.  When  a  motion,  resolution,  or  report  presented  is  read  bv  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by 
the  President,  it  shall  be  i  eemed  as  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  but  any  motion  or 
resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  at  any  time  before  the  decision  or  amend- 
ment. 

7.  No  new  motion  or  re  solution  shall  be  made  until  the  one  under  consideration  is  dis- 
posed of,  which  may  be  done  by  adoption  or  rejection,  unless  one  ot  the  following  should 
intervene,  which  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named,  viz: 
The  previous  question,  indefinito  postponement,  laying  on  the  table,  reference  to  a  com- 
mittee, postponement  to  any  given  time,  amendment  or  substitute. 

8.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking,  except  by  the  President,  to  call  him 
to  order  when  he  departs  from  the  question,  usee  personalities  or  disrespectful  language, 
but  any  member  may  cill  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a 
speaker  out  of  order,  or  any  other  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself  misrepre- 
sented. 

9.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  an}'  matter  to  the  Confer- 
ence, he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  President. 

10.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  or  more  than  fifteen 
minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the  Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more 
than  once  until  e\ri  ry  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken 

11.  Whenever  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  passed,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
member  who  voted  in  the  aflirmative  to  move  a  reconsideration 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Conference  without  leave, 
unless  he  is  ,-ick  or  unable  to  attend. 

13.  IS o  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  <  n  any  question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  at 
the  time  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  conference,  or 
when  such  member  has  be  n  necessarily  absent* 

14.  Every  member  who  shall  he  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question  is  put,  shall 
give  his  vote  unless  the  conference,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him 

15.  No  motion  will  be  considered  un  ess  seconded. 

16.  The  Secretary  shall  k>  ep  a  journal  of  t  he  proceedings  of  the  conference,  and  when 
approved,  shall  record  ihem  m  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  take  charge  of 
the  journal  and  other  papers  of  the  conference,  and  preserve  them  with  cave  ;  sutler  no 
person  to  take  u  copy  of  any  paper  during  the  interval  of  conference,  except. with  the  con- 
sent of  the  conference,  and  shall  foiward  the  journal  and  papers  to  the  next  annual  confer- 
ence. 

17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time,  and  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate. 

18.  A  ll  committees  whose  reports  are  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes,  shall  present  their  re 
ports  in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  the  conference  and  another  for  the  <  ommittee  on  publica- 
tion ol  the  minutes,  otherwise  the  committee  on  publication  are  not  required  to  iuse  t  such 
reports  in  the  minutes. 

19.  All  persons,  while  passii  gthe  disciplinary  Course  of  study,  who  shall  be  reported  he- 
low  the  medium,  shall  be  required  to  pans  another  examination  on  the  studies  so  reported  • 
and  the  chairman  on  examining  committees  shall  give  notice  to  the  conference  secretary 
and  to  the  deficient  part  v. 

20.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  conference  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  intending  to 
prefer  charges  atjainst  members  of  this  conference  during  the  session  thereof,  to  *ive as 
early  notice  as  possible  to  the  person  to  be  so  charged  ;  specifying  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
nature  of  the  complaint  to  be  nvide.  In  case  this  be  omitted  ihe  complainant  shall  be  r«- 
requiredto  explain  the  omtssio>.

FIRST  BAY, 

The  Michigan  Annual  Conference  commenced  its  38tb  .session 
in  the  city  of  Ionia,  September  10th,  1873,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Bishop 
I.  W.  Wiley  in  the  chair. 

Bishop  Wiley  opened  the  conference  by  reading  the  IYth  Chap- 
ter of  1st  Corinthians.  The  707th  Hymn  was  sung;  after  which 
prayer  was  offered  by  Bishop  Wiley.  The  21 9th  Hymn  was  then 
gang,  and  T.  H.  Jacokes  offered  prayer.  Bishop  Wiley  briefly  ad- 
dressed the  Conference.  The  Secretary  of  last  year,  by  request  of 
the  Bishop,  called  the  roll  of  the  Conference,  and  122  members  and 
probationers  reported  present. 

On  motion  of  D.  Burns,  J.  I  Buell  was  elected  Secretary  by  ac. 
clamation,  and  H.  M.  Joy,  First  Assistant. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  constitute  the  Standing  Committees. 
The  vacancies  occurring  in  the  list  of  last  year  were  filled  as  fol- 
lows :  The  name  of  J.  Graham  was  substituted  on  the  Board  of 
Stewards  for  E.  Beard,  deceased.

It  was  also  moved  and  carried  that  next  Sabbath  afternoon  be 
devoted  to  a  memorial  service,  to  take  the  place  of  the  usual  ser- 
vice preceding  the  ordination  of  Elders. 

On  motion,  the  committees  on  examination  were  instructed  to

Haven,  D.  D.,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Education,  addressed  the  Conference  in  the  interests 
of  said  Society. 

The  tenth  question  was  agaiu  resumed. 

The  name  of  J.  H.  Tanner,  on  the  Grand  Rapids  District  was 
called,  and  Rev.  I.  Cogshall,  P.  E.  of  Kalamazoo  District,  presen- 
ted a  paper  relating  to  the  administration  of  Brother  Tanner,  which 
was  read,  and  after  some  explanatory  remarks  by  Rev.  I.  Cogshall, 
Rev  J.  M.  Reid  moved  that  the  question  of  law  involved  in  the 
above  case  be  decided  by  the  Bishop,  which,  on  motion,  prevailed, 
and  the  Bishop  gave  it  as  follow,  viz  : 

In  the  case  of  J.  H.  Tanner,  submitted  on  questions  of  adminis- 
tration the  following  decision  is  rendered : 

First — It  is  an  established  usage  in  the  administration  of  our 
Church  that  charges  of  slander  presented  by  a  third  party  shall 
not  be  entertained  for  trial,  and  that  a  preacher  in  charge  should 
not  himself  conduct  a  trial  in  which  he  is  one  of  the  parties  involved. 

Second. — A  brother  having  been  expelled  from  the  Church 
through  a  maladministration,  when  the  mal-administration  is  de- 
termined by  the  action  of  the  conference,  is  thereby  reinstated  in 
his  membership.  .  J.  W.  Wiley. 

The  records  of  tie  trial  in  the  case  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Tanner  upon 
charges  duly  prepared,  were  presented  to  the  Conference,  and  on 
motion  they  were  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  for  examination, 
and  were  ordered  to  report  to  the  Conference  as  follows,  viz  L.  .  W.

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REPORT  ON  TEMPER  J  N  CE. 

The  committee  on  Temperance  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  : 

At  the  commencement  of  the  late  rebellion,  the  remark  was 
made  "  that  the  time  for  words  was  past  and  the  time  for  actions 
hud  come." 

The  time  for  right  words  is  never  past,  but  we  acknowledge  that 
they  are  not  a  necessary  as  action  consistant  and  persistant.  For 
the  crime  and  curse  of  intemperance  is  m  our  midst  and  all  around 
us.  It  has  the  experience  of  the  past  and  the  wealth  of  the  pres- 
ent to  sustain  and  keep  it  in  being,  it  is  an  old  sin,  it  goes  back  to 
the  flood.  Noah  planted  a  vineyard  and  drank  of  the  wine  and  was 
drunken. 

It  exists  everywhere — as  the  atmosphere  encircles  the  globe 
so  this  crime  surrounds  humanity.  Wherever  found  doing  its  work 
regardless  and  indifferent  to  prayers  and  tears,  poverty  and  suf- 
ering,  death  and  hell. 

It  knows  no  class,  no  relation  in  life,  no  government ;  in  other 
words  it  knows  them  all. 

In  this  country  it  goes  up  to  the  highest  ofhce  within  the  gift  of  the 
people,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  sometimes  toucbes  it,  and  then  comes 
down  through  all  the  grades  of  office  to  the  lowest  gradation  of 
society. 

It  knows  no  age — it  destroys  both  old  and  young.  It  has  no 
boundary.  It  enters  the  church,  and  sometimes  the  pulpit;  cor- 
rupting wherever  it  goes—  whatever  it  touches. 

Slavery  was  once  the  peble  in  the  cog-wheel  of  the  machinery  of 
this  government ;  it  not  only  made  friction  but  great  trouble,  and 
in  the  end  come  near  destroying. 

The  Government  to  day  has  another  enemy  to  contend  with.  She 
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may  refuse  to  recognize  temperance,  and  political  parties  may  de- 
cide to  let  it  alone,  but  the  great  crime  will  not  let  them  alone. 

It  is  agitating  and  dividing  now  and  if  possible  would  control — 
would  rule. 

If  we  do  not  put  this  crime  away  it  may  put  us  away. 
It  is  at  work,  and  it  we  are  true  to  God  and  our  brother  man  we 
mutt  work  also.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  1.-  -That  neutrality  on  this  Question  is  treason  to  the 
right. 

Resolved,  2  -  -That  the  taxing  of  crime  is  incompatible  with  the 
character  of  a  Christian  Nation;  therefore  we  will  oppose  all  laws 
looking  towards  the  legalizing  of  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  time  has  come  in  the  history  of  the  tem- 
perance reform  when  all  is  unworthy  of  the  name  of  Temperance 
save  Prohibition  of  the  sale  and  use  of  all  that  can  intoxicate. 

Resolved,  4.  That  while  the  gigantic  proportions  of  this  foe  of 
Christ  and  souls,  demands  earnest  and  persistant  resistance  at  every 
point,  we  have  but  to  vote  as  we  teach  and  pray  to  successfully  drive 
it  from  cur  midst. 

Resolved,  5.  That  we  regret  the  suspension  of  the  Neiv  Wovld 
which  has  done  such  good  work  for  the  temperance  cause  in  Michigan. 

Resolved,  6.  We  will  preach  at  least  once  on  this  subject  at  each 
of  our  appointments  during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  .1X1  > 
TRACT  COMMITTEE. 

It  is  not  needful  that  your  Committee  should  use  many  words  in 
explaining  their  astonishment  at  the  magnitude  of  our  Sundy  School 
work. 

A  consideration  of  fact  will  show  that  this  grandest  work  and 
interest  of  the  Church  is  advancing  with  giant  strides  ;  with  mon 
than  17,000  schools,  manner!  by  190,000  Officers  and  Teachers, 
embracing  more  than  a  million  and  a  quarter  of  Scholars,  having  an 
average  attendance  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million,  with  about 
58,000  eonvertions  during  the  past  year  ;  we  are  not  greatly  troub- 
led about  the  "decline  of  Methodism/'  for  if  we  secure  the  children 
of  the  present  we  shall  have  the  men  of  the  future. 

We  are  aware  that  a  large  part  of  the  scholars  embraced  in  our 
Statistics  are  adults,  and  that  there  are  a  great  many  children  yet 
unreached,  and  too  few  of  the  children  in  our  schools  attend  the 
ordinary  preaching  services. 

We  are  sensible  also  that  in  many  instances  the  primary  object 
of  Sunday  School  teaching,  the  bringing  of  the  children  to  Jesus, 
and  the  consequent  convertion  is  overlooked,  and  the  effort  only  is 
made  to  entertain  them,  and  so  netimes  by  questionable  processes; 
they  are  virtually  hired  to  attend  Sunday  School;  whereas  we  ought 
to  impress  upon  their  minds  that  the  attend  wee  upon  the  School  U 
a  privilege,  the  neglect  or  forfeiture  of  which  will  be  hurtful  to  them 

We  have  cause  for  congratulation  and  thankfulness  that  the  new 
course  of  Bible  study,  designed  for  International  use.  has  been  so 
hrrgely  adopted  by  our  schools,  and  in  the  greatly  increased  circu- 
lation of  the  Sunday  School  Journal,  Advocate.  Classmate,  and 
Lesson  Leaves.  These  are  all  first-class,  and-  we  thauk  God  f>r 
the  providence  which  gave  Rev.  John  IT.  Vincent.  D.  I).  to  the 
Sunday  School  work  of  our  Church,  beleiving  him  to  be  without  a 
peer  in  his  chozen  field. 

We  are  in  hearty  agreement  with  the  important  change  which 
has  been  inaugurated  in  the  plans  of  the  Tract  Society. 

Large  additions  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  publications  ; 
many  of  them  are  printed  on  tinted  and  many  on  attractively  color 
paper  and  in  attractive  forms,  which  together  excite  curiosity  and 
secure  their  reading-  The  collections  for  the  Tract  Society  have 
been  more  than  60.000  in  advance  of  last  year. 
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We  submit  the  following. 

Uesoloed  1st. — That  we  approve  most  heartily  the  plans  and 
workings  of  our  Sunday  School  Union,  and  will  continue  to  give  to 
it  our  moral  and  financial  support. 

Resolved  '2nd. — That  we  approve  the  International  course  of 
Bible  study,  and  will  if  possible  adopt  it  in  all  our  schools. 

Resolved  -V. — We  endorce  the  actiou  of  the  Sunday  School 
Union  in  publishing  the  Classmate,  instead  of  publishing  the  Advo- 
cate weekly. 

Resolved  4th — Recognising  the  beneficial  results  of  the-  Teacher* 
Meeting  we  will  urge  their  importance  in  connection  with  all  our 
Sunday  Schools. 

We  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Pastors  to  the  action  of  the 
Tract  Society  embraced  in  the  following.

The  Sabbath  should  be  given  to  religious  culture  and  growth- 
To  lounge  away  its  sacred  hours  in  idleness  or  sleep;  to  spend 
them  in  mere  amusements  or  pleasure  is  a  flagrant  violation  of  its 
eancity. 

To  spend  the  day  in  social  visits,  pleasure  rides  or  reading 
pipers  and  books  to  the  neglect  of  the  privilages  and  ordinances  of 
God's  house  is  a  fearful  perversion  of  the  Sabbath. 

Your  committee  believing  that  we  as  a  nation  have  reached  our 
present  state  under  the  stimulus  of  a  christian  civilization,  and  by 
the  guidance  and  blessing  of  devdne  providence  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  Resolutions  :

ON  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

The  Bible,  the  Ministry  and  the  Church,  are  the  three  great- 
forces  of  Christianity.  It  would  be  impertinent  indeed  to  ask  which 
of  these  is  most  essential  in  the  work  of  the  world's  redemption. 

The  Bible  is  the  message;  the  Ministry  is  the  messenger  of  the 
message  ;  and  the  Church  in  her  sanctified  and  perfected  state  is  the 
end  of  the  message,  that  whereunto  that  divine  word  is  sent,  which 
never  shall  return  void.  The  Bible  as  the  repository  of  truth  is  the 
foundation  broad  and  deep,  and  indestructable  ;  the  Ministry  are 
builders,  and  the  Church  is  the  building.  "  Ye  are  God's  building" 

Each  of  these  factors  has  its  material  form. 

The  Bible  comes  from  under  the  press  in  printers  ink  and  paper, 
bound  in  muslin  and  morroco.  The  preachers  of  the  gospel  are 
men  clothed  with  like  passions  as  other  men  ;  while  the  Church  in 
her  outward  form  is  either  the  assembly  or  the  place  of  assembling  ; 
The  rude  altar,  the  consecrated  grove,  the  tabernacle  or  the  temple 
the  log  cabin  or  the  palatial  edifice  ;  any  place  set  apart  for  and 
consecrated  by  the  religious  gathering  of  God's  people. 

The  Church  of  to  day  is  the  commodious  structure,  plain  and 
unadorned,  or  beautified  in  th3  highest  style  of  architectural  art 
according  to  the  taste  and  circumstances  of  the  worshipers. 
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In  some  style  and  after  some  form  the  church  is  »  neecssrty  m 
every  coWmauity  ;  especially  it  is  heedful  along  the  lines  of  the* 
frontier  settlements  ;  here  the  pastor  mast  have  a  church  into  which 
he  cam  gather  the  scattered  sheep  of  the  wilderness,  and  where  he- 
can  shield  them  from  the  wolves  of  perdition  always  prowling  auiOLg 
and  preying  upou  unsettled  and  forming  societies  ;.  but  here  where 
the  church  is  needed  most  there  is  little  or  nothing  out  of  which  to 
build  \C 

The  roustle  and  the  might  of  the  settler  ia  ibe  forest  can  do  bus 
little  more  than  feed  and  clothe  the  dependent  ones  hanging  upon 
his  strong  arm,  and  here  comes  the  helping  hand  of  the  board  of 
church  extension.. 

All  honor  to  that  man  who  stood  up  with  a  paper  ia  his  hand  to 
?ead  near  the  close  of  the  general  conference  of  186-L  That  little 
paper  of  Dr.  Kynett's,  hastily  read  and  hastily  adopted  by  thas, 
bocly  of  men  assembled  in  the  highest  councils  of  the  church,  has 
hastened  the  meleuium  by  more  than  a  thousand; years. 

In  all  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union  there  are  many 
pleasant  Sabbath  homes  for  the  children  of  our  common  Father, 
who  would  have  otherwise  wandered  to-day  homeless  and  disconso- 
late. There  a-e  flourishing  Sabbath  Schools ;  there  are  church 
members  and  probationers,  the  multitudes  of  which  would  not  have 
swelled  our  statistical  reports  as  they  now  do.  There  are  annual 
conferences,  in  the  language  of  Bishop  Havens,  that  hare  been 
vitalized  and  grown  up  around  this  rnissonery  power.  The  glorious 
results  already  accomplished  through  the  divine  instrumentality 
have  exceeded  by  far  the  most  hopeful  expectations  of  its  most 
sanguin  friends  and  laborers. 

Aud  what  has  been  done  thus  far  has  been  accomplished  by  a 
society  laboring  under  the  embroes  of  its  organization  and  devel- 
oping period,  aud  while  its  energies  have  been  crippled  all  along 
its  way  for  want  of  adequate  support.  What  then  might  it  not  have 
done  ?  what  may  it  cot  yet  do  could  it  receive  the  sympathy  and 
support  to  which  its  work  is  entitled. 

Brethren  tne  claims  of  this  Board  of  Church  Extension  upon  our 
patronage  and  prayers,  are  second  to  none  on  the  long  and  growing 
list  of  our  Methodistic  Benefactions. 

It  is  written,  " The  last  shall  be  fin£\  and  this  day  is  the  scrip- 
ture bjing  falfilled  before  your  eyes  and  in  jour  hearing.  This 
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society,  among  the  youngest,  is  speedily  attaining  to  the  ranks  Of 
the  first,  in  the  magnitude  of  its  mighty  work. 

Your  committee  have  no  resolutions  they  deem  necessary  to  in- 
corporate into  this  report.  Love  to  God  and  his  Church,  and  zeal 
for  the  spread  of  our  holy  Zion,  are  not  born  of  Conference  rcsolu. 
tions. 

In  the  meantime  our  work  would  be  negligently  done  did  we  fail 
*o  mention,  and  as  much  as  lieth  in  our  power,  urge  upon  ourselves 
increased  attention  to  the  interests  of  church  building  in  the  yet 
undeveloped  but  rapidly  developing  portions  of  our  borders.  The 
large  area  of  territory  laying  in  the  north-western  portion  of  the 
Lower  Peninsula  of  our  State,  is  no  mean  field  for  the  exercise  of 
such  agencies  as  the  Church  Extension  Society  is  wielding.  Your 
committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  in  1870,  declared  that  to 
cultivate  this  field  as  we  aught,  $5,000  per  year,  at  least,  aught  to  be 
expended  upon  it,  and  that  every  dime  raised  for  Church  Extension, 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference  should  be  expended  here;  and 
if  it  were  so  expended,  many  intelligent  men  believe  that  the  collec- 
tions for  this  object  would  be  quadrupled  within  a  single  year. 

That  declaration,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  great  con- 
nectional  interests  and  claims  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  we 
would  now  reiterate. 

We  are  more  than  confident,  that  these  are  but  the  just  demands 
of  our  work  in  that  interesting  portion  of  our  State. 

Other  churches  under  the  patronage  of  their  Church  Extension 
Societies  are  hastening  to  pre-empt  this  goodly  heritage. 

We  must  be  helped  by  our  Society  as  they  are  being  helped  by 
theirs,  or  we,  who  were  first  to  claim  these  lands  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  will  be  last  to  possess  them. 

Give  us  then,  through  the  Church  Extension  Society,  these  homes 
for  the  Church  of  the  Eirst  Born  in  the  wilderness,  and  you  shall 
soon  see  it  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose,  and  when  the  Lord  righteth 
up  the  people,  it  shall  be  found  that  this  and  that  man  were  born 
there.

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KEY.  JESSE   E.  M'ALLISTEE. 

Ruv.  Jesse  E.  McAllister  was  born  in  New  Hampshire  in 
1824.  When  he  was  ten  years  old  the  family  removed  to  Michi- 
igan,  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Concord,  Jackson  county.  Here 
lie  passed  his  boyhood  and  youth.  His  early  advantages  for  culture 
were  slender,  and  yet  possessed  of  an  inquiring  and  active  mind,  by 
diligent  use  of  the  scanty  means  within  his  reach  Ik;  attained  a  re- 
spectable education  and  acquired  habits  of  study  which  developed 
him  into  a  man  of  well  disciplined  mind  and  general  information 
At  the  age  t»f  sixteen  years  he  was  converted  and  joined  the  church. 
Among  his  earliest  religions  experiences,  as  I  have  heard  him  say- 
was  a  clear  impression  that  God  called  him  to  preach  salvation  to 
dying  men,  and  a  burning  desire  to  be  about  the  work  of  the  Mas 
ter. 

In  1851  he  was  received  as  a  probationer  in  the  Michigan 
Conference,  and  appointed  to  Litchfield  Circuit  with  Rev.  Nathan 
Mount  as  his  colleague.  lie  was  subsequently  appointed  to  the 
following  charges  :  Burr  Oak,  Adrian,  South  Lyon,  Manchester) 
White  Pigeon,  Centerville,  Sturgis,  Traverse  City,  Bellevuc,  Par- 
ma, Leroy,  Moscow.  In  1800  his  health,  which  was  never  firm,  so 
far  failed  him  that  he  was  compelled  to  desist  from  work,  and  he  re- 
tired to  Litchfield.  Superanuatcd  in  body,  but  still  n  ighty  in 
faith,  to  wait  the  transfer  to  the  triumphant  host  on  high.  It  came 
December  14,  1872,  and  in  triumph  he  went  through  the  gates  into 
the  city. 

Bro.  McAllister  was  a  man  of  clear,  sound  judgment  of  un- 
swerving fidelity  to  right  and  truth.  Methodical  and  indi  striousj 
though  feeble,  he  was  able  to  accomplish  more  than  man}  men  of 
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greater  vigor.  He  was  a  sound  and  forcible  preacher,  pure  and 
exemplary,  and  irreproachable.  This  Christian  lite  was  a  "well  of 
water  within  him  springing  up  into  everlasting  lifo>"  rejoicing  in 
his  own  spirit  and  overflowing  in  streams  of  love  and  benevolence 
that  gladdened  nil  around  him. 

lie  was  twice  married,  and  in  his  married  relations  was  doubly 
blessed.  The  first  Mrs.  McAllister,  the  companion  of  his  early 
ministerial  labor.",  was  a  lady  of  rare  attractions  and  ability,  with 
great  devotion  to  the  work  of  Christ.  It  pleased  God  to  call  their 
only  child  to  bis  own  mansions,  whom  they  burried  at  I>ellevue,  and 
a  few  days  later  to  call  for  the  mother  also,  leaving  the  father 
smitten  and  riven  to  walk  alone.  The  blow  was  terrible,  and  his 
friends  trembled  as  they  saw  him  stagger  beneath  its  power;  but 
the  Helper  was  near  and  the  God  of  all  grace  and  consolation  sus- 
tained him. 

The  second  marriage  was  to  the  daughter  of  one  of  our  aged 
ministers,  a  Christian  lady  well  known  and  universally  beloved  by 
our  church.  This  widow  writes  :  "On  Tnursday,  the  twelfth,  we 
were  convinced  that  an  ulcer  had  broken  in  the  left  lung,  and  we 
could  not  longer  hope  for  his  recovery.'1  Upon  being  informed  o 
his  situation, with  a  smile  ho  replied  "It  is  all  right;  I  am  ready." 
Friday  afternoon  we  saw  thit  he  was  failing  fast.  Toward  night 
he  said  "pray  that  if  it  be  the  Lord's  will  I  may  have  strength 
given  me  to  talk  to  each  separately.  The  prayer  seemed  immedi. 
ately  answered.  He  spoke  in  holy  triumph  of  his  recent  last  con- 
flict with  the  powers  of  darkness,  of  the  power  given  him  to  say  to 
the  tempter  as  he  came  with  hi^  acquisitions,  thus  far  shalt  thou 
come  and  no  farther,  saying  as  he  uttered  these  words  he  "saw  the 
Lord  Jesus  standing  right  behind  him  and  then  he  knew  he  was 
conqueror."  At  midnight,  during  a  severe  paryoxism  of  pain,  we 
thought  him  going,  but  he  soon  rallied,  and  from  that  time  he  seem- 
ed more  like  a  resident  of  the  glorified  land  than  of  this  vale  of 
tears. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fourteenth  he  fixed  his  eyes  upon  a 
window  at  the  foot  of  his  bed,  intently  gazing  as  if  upon  some  object 
in  the  distance,  while  a  smile  of  rapture  overspread  his  countenance  . 
A  friend  asked  :  "What  do  you  see  Brother  McAllister?"  He  re- 
plied, "Do  you  see  anything  unusual  ?"  The  friend  replied,  "No  ; 
but  you  do.    What  is  it?"    Ky  this  tune  t  had  reach efd  his  side. 
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and  said,  "What  do  you  see  ?"'  "Had  I  strength  and  language  I 
would  tell  you,"  he  replied."  Can't  you  give  us  just  a  hint  of  what 
you  see?"  Upon  his  lips  being  moistened  he  said.  uMy  Father  / 
My  Fat/ter  '.  the  chariot  and  the  horsemen  ! 

Soon  after  Rev.  E.  D.  Young  said,  ''Brother  M'Allister,  have 
you  a  word  to  send  to  your  Brethren  at  Conference  ?  lie  immedi- 
ately replied  :  '"Tell  my  brethren  that  I  have  been  connected  with 
them  twenty-one  years.  They  have  been  years  of  toil  and  trouble; 
and  sometimes  I  have  thought,  why  may  not  I  turn  aside  as  well 
as  others,  and  seek  health  and  ease!  Bat  now  I  understand  it ! 
Now  I  see  my  reward  !  lam  rich  enough  now  !  If  I  may  give  my 
adviee,  never  turn  aside  from  the  work  to  which  Grod  has  called 
you;  but  be  faithful.  Preach  Christ  and  Preach  holiness!  Never 
he  mhmned  of  it  /"    Thus  triumphantly  be  pissed  to  his  reward. 


REV.  EDGAR  BEARD. 

Our  dearly  beloved  Brother  Beard,  of  the  Michigan  Conference 
died  suddenly  and  very  unexpectedly  of  spinal  lever  after  a  brief 
but  very  painful  illness,  March  4,  187.J,  at  his  home  at  the  parson- 
age in  Genterville,  St.  Joseph  county,  Michigan. 

He  was  born  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  Oct.' 20,  1830,  ami  re- 
moved to  Pompey,  Onondaga  county,  N.  Y.,  in  18-3G.  He  removed 
to  this  State  when  about  20  years  of  age,  where  he  remained  until 
his  death.  He  was  converted  about  A.  J).,  1853,  at  the  great  re- 
vival at  Grand  Rapids,  that  occurred  during  Brother  Eldred's  first 
pastorate  there.  His  conversion  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  life 
that  glowed  and  expanded  continually,  and  which  was  attended  by 
an  ever  exemplary  deportment  that  irresistably  commended  itself 
to  all  with  whom  he  associated. 

Soon  after  his  conversion  he  heard,  recognized  and  accepted  the 
call  of  God  to  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry.  In  1854  he  was 
duly  authorized  to  preach  by  the  voice  of  the  Church.  Feeling 
the  need  of  a  more  thorough  training  for  what  he  felt  to  be  his  life 
work,  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1854  he  entered  Albion,  Michigan, 
Seminary  where  he  remained  several  terms.  While  there  he  was 
appointed  class-leader,  and  served  very  acceptably  and  efficiently  in 
that  capacity  during  his  stay  there.    In  the  fall  of  1857  he  was  ap- 
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pointed  as  a  supply  by  Presiding1  Elder,  IT.  Penfield,  and  labored  in 
the  Boston  Circuit  ns  junior  preacher  with  Brother  Thomas  Clark, 
and  from  the  outset  he  began  to  make  full  proof  of  his  ministry. 

In  September,  1858,  he  was  admitted  on  trial  into  the  Michigan 
Conference,  which  was  held  at  Kalamazoo,  and  was  appointed  to 
the  "Pentwater  Mission,*'  then  on  the  extreme  border  of  our  frontier 
work. 

During  this  Conference  year,  May  2Gth,  18o9,  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Minnie  Williams,  who  proved  to  him  a  help-meet  indeed, 
in  the  Master's  work.  The  following  year  he  was  appointed  to 
the  ''Manistee  Mission,71  and  the  year  following  to  the  North 
Port  Mission.  These  were  to  him  years  of  great  hardship  and 
severe  discipline  ;  they  were  also  years  of  great  personal  and  relig- 
ious profit  and  marked  success.  He  was  ordained  deacon  in  18G0 
at  Battle  Creek  by  Bishop  Ames,  and  elder  in  1862  at  Grand 
Rapids  by  Bishop  Sott.  In  September,  1861,  he  was  appointed 
to  New  Buffalo  Circuit,  where  he  remained  one  year.  1802  and 
1863  were  spent  on  the  Berrien  Circuit,  and  here  with  maddened 
hearts  they  buried  little  Charlie,  their  youngest  boy,  and  here  his 
success  was  wonderful,  and  the  fruits  abiding.  1864  and  18G5 
were  spent  in  the  Cassopolis  Circuit  ;  I860  and  1867  at  Lawton  ; 
1868  and  I860  at  Keelcr,  and  1870  and  1871  at  Burr  Oak. 
During  these  last  and  full  years  of  his  ministry  he  was  the  same 
eheerful,  kind,  loving,  earnest,  faithful  growing  man. 

In  September  last  he  received  his  last  appointment  to  the  Cen- 
terville  charge.  He  went  cheerfully  and  hopefully  to  his  new 
field  of  labor,  with  high  hopes,  and  bright  prospects  of  long  years 
of  success  ;  but  the  fond  hopes,  so  grand  and  promising  were  never 
to  be  realized. 

Just  a  few  days  before  his  death  he  preached  to  his  people  on 
Sabbath  morning,  Febuary  28,  at  Centerville,  and  at  the  Tyler 
appointment  in  the  afternoon-  This  was  his  last  sermon.  On 
Wednesday  following  he  went  to  Jackson,  and  stayed  all  night  at 
the  parsonage  with  Brother  Jones.  Daring  the  night  he  was 
attacked  with  a  hard  chill,  the  precursor  of  that  fearful  Spinal 
Fever.  On  Thursday,  with  difficulty,  through  the  kindness  of 
Brother  Jones  he  reached  the  cars  and  rode  to  his  home  at  Cen- 
terville, 62  miles,  and  immediately  upon  entering  the  house  he 
said  to  He  startled  wife  '-'Miopia  I  am  almost  dead*"  He  dropped 
upon  hm  bed  at  once,  and  during  m,O0t  of  the  time  his  sufferings 
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were  terrible.  Bat  he  bore  it  all  patiently  and  triumphed  over 
all.  His  last  days  on  eartn,  although  so  full  of  pain,  were  the 
ideal  of  glorious  victory  over  death,  aud  when  the  summons  came, 
and  he  was  callel  to  face  the  destroyer,  his  cheek  did  not  blanch 
nor  his  trust  or  courage  falter  for  a  single  moment  ;  and  thus  he 
cVied  as  a  good  man  dies.  His  sun  of  life  went  down  in  a  cloudless 
sky,  to  rise  in  a  glorious  immortality.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  two 
children,  who  by  his  parting  advice  are  living  in  the  place,  and 
among  the  kind,  considerate.  Godly  people  where  his  warfare 
ended.

REV.  WILLIAM  FORD. 

Rev.  Win.  Foiin  was  born  in  Greenville,  Schenectady  County 
New  York,  October  28,  1821.  He  was  one  of  a  family  of  nine 
children,  all  of  whom  lived  to  have  families,  aud  two  of  them,  Ttev. 
Able,  and  Salisbury  S.  are  worthy  members  of  the  Troy  Conference 
His  mother  was  a  Methodist  from  his  earliest  recollection,  and 
still  survives,  a  venerable  saint,  eighty. five  years  of  age.  His  fath- 
er was  not  converted  until  after  he  had  heard  his  three  sons  preach 
the  gospel. 

William,  with  his  four  brothers,  was  converted,  and  joined  the 
M.  E.  Church  within  a  single  yea:  ;  the  date  of  his  conversion 
being  October  7,  187o.  He  and  the  tw)  brothers  above  named,  re- 
ceived license  to  exhort  in  1810.  He  afterwards  supplied  two  ap. 
pointraents,  at  one  of  which  Greenviile  Circuit,  he  was  licensed  to 
preach,  and  recommended  to  the  Troy  Conference,  to  which  he 
was  admitted  on  trial  in  1812.  After  the  usual  probation  he  was 
received  into  full  connection,  and  successively  ordained  deacon  and 
elder.  His  appointments  were  as  follows;  Brandon,  Vergenes, 
Burlington,  Bristol,  Clintonvillc,  N.  Y.  Chazy  and  Rutland.  At 
the  last  named  place  his  health  failed  him,  and  at  the  close  of  his 
term  of  service  there,  he  took  a  superanuated  relation  and  moved 
to  Brandon.,  where  he  remained  for  sixteen  years.    While  there  he 
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was  appointed  to  serve  the  fallowing  charges  ;  Whitehall,  Whit- 
ney, Salisbury,  Leicester,  Goshen  arid  Brandon.  For  several  years 
he  was  editor  and  publisher  of  the  North  Eastern  Christian  Advo- 
cate at  Brandon.  In  18GG  he  moved  to  Michigan,  and  settled  in 
Battle  Creek.  He  was  subsequently  transferred  by  Bishop  Scott  from 
the  Troy  to  the  Michigan  Conference,  and  wa?  stationed  at  Paw 
Paw  in  1871  lie  was  just  entering  upon  the  second  year  of  his 
pastorate  in  that  charge,  when  he  closed  his  earthly  labors,  and 
entered  into  rest,  October  21,  1872. 

While f  stationed  at  ^Vergenes  he  was  married  to  Miss  Emma 
Maria  Fisk,  of  Brandon,who  with  a  son  and  daughter  survives  him. 
They  have  the^t cordial^  sympathy  of  their  numerous  fr  iends  east 
and  west.  Brother  ^Ford  early  developed  a  thirst  for  knowledge 
and  in  his  early  boyhood  was  wont  to  read  whatever  came  in  his 
reach.  Soon  after^his  conversion  he  gave  indications  that  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  was  his  destined  work.  He  even  had  an 
impression^years  before  that  thisjwas  his  calling.  As  a  preacher 
he  was  methodical,  earnest  and  eloquent,  eonbiuing  in  a  remarkab.e 
degree,  logical  strength  with  poetical  beauty.  He  wrote  genuine 
poetry  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  collection  of  his  poems  may  yet 
be  published.  lie  was  an  excellent  pastor.  In  short  he  even 
seemed  to  regard  it  as  an  honor  aud  privilege,  so  f  ir  as  his  strength 
permitted,  to  serve  (rod,  the  church,  and  the  people  in  the  various 
offices  of  the  Christian  ministry.  He  was  a  kind  and  tender  hus- 
band and  father,  a  warm-hearted  friend,  a  genial,  cultivated  Chris- 
tian gentleman,  and  an  earnest  lover  of  his  country  and  his  kiud. 
Though  a  thorough  Methodist,  his  comprehensive  charity  em- 
braced all  who  loved  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity.  The  re- 
ciprocal cordiality  existing  between  him  and  other  churches  was 
shown  by  his  being  employed  for  months  at  a  time  to  supply  the 
pulpit  of  the  Congregational  church  in  the  place  of  his  residence. 
He  professed  to  enjoy,  and  preached  to  others  a  full  salvation.  As 
he  was  aware  for  years  that  the  disease,  that  of  the  heart,  from 
which  he  sulfered,  and  to  which  he  at  last  succumbed,  might  at 
any  time  prove  fatal,  he  lived  in  constant  readiness  for  his  depar- 
ture. Mis  last  sermon,  two  weeks  before  his  death,  was  from  the 
appropriate  and  significant  words,  "I  have  fought  the  good  light, 
t  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith."  The  day  before 
bis  death,  although  his  throat,  wan  paralyzed,  he,  with  great  effort, 
said  to  a  brother,  "This  is  trusting,  trusting,  simply  trusting,"  and 
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eoon  after  exclaimed  with  great  emphasis  :  "Glory  .to  the  Father, 
and  to  His  Son,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost.11 

7'he  hearts  of  our  citizens  were  saddened  on  Monday  of  this  week 
at  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  Rev.  William  Ford,  pastor  of 
the  M.  E.  Church.  Mr.  Fords's  health  has  been  poor  for  a  number 
of  years  past,  but  he  has  been  able  to  preach  most  of  the  time, 
until  confined  to  his  room  about  two  weeks  ago.  His  disease  was 
ossification  of  the  heart,  from  which  at  times  he  has  been  a  severe 
sufferer.  Mr.  Ford  combined  in  a  more  than  ordinary  degree,  all 
those  qualifies  sp  important  to  a  successful  ministry.  He  was  a 
ripe  scholar,  an  excellent  orator,  and  a  thoroughly  practical  chris- 
tian gentlemen.  Tn  the  pulpit  he  was  dignified  and  eloquent;  in  so- 
ciety kind  and  affable.  His  last  sermon  preached  two  weeks  ago, 
was  from  the  singularly  appropriate  words  of  St.  Paul  to  Timothy 
"I  have  fought  a  good  tight,  I  h;ive  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  faith.1'  Although  a  great  sufferer  during  the  past  lew 
years,  during  the  latter  portion  of  his  last  sickness  his  body  was 
free  from  pain,  and  he  went  down  into  the  dark  waters  without  a 
murmur.  That  faith  which  upheld  him  during-  life,  being  his  sol- 
ace in  death.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  lacked  but  a  few  days 
of  being  51  years  of  age.  He  had  just  entered  upon  bis  duties  as 
pastor  of  this  church,  for  the  second  year,  having  been  appointed  to 
it  by  the  recent  conference.  He  leaves  a  wife,  a  son  and  a  daugh- 
ter, to  whom  the  hearts  of  our  entire  community  go  out  in  warmest 
sympathy  in  their  bereavement.  May  the  hand  that  chastises  also 
comtort  the  afflicted.  Mr.  Ford's  rDmaius  were  taken  to  Battle 
Creek,  on  Wednesday,  for  interment. 
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REV.  R.  SAPP. 

Rev.  R.  Sapp,  died  in  holy  triumph,  at  his  residence  in  Grand 
Rapids,  May  5th,  1873,  and  was  buried  with  appropiate  solemnities 
from  the  Division  street  church,  May  8th. 

Thus  has  fallen  a  doughty  champion  of  the  truth,  and  a  fearless 
defender  of  the  faith  of  our  church. 

Brother  fe'<»pp  was  born  in  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio,  February,  181G, 
and  so  died  in  the  58th  year  of  his  life.  At  the  age  of  16  he  deter* 
mined  to  prepare  for  the  legal  profession,  but  at  the  end  of  four 
years  study,  he  had  become  converted  and  it  was  clear  that  Qtu4 
had  intended  him  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  In  1836,  at  the 
age  of  twenty,  he  was  licensed  to  exhort  by  the  flev.  S.  M  Allan, 
and  a  year  alter  he  received  his  license  to  preach,  at  the  baud  <>* 
Rev.  Adam  Poe,  of  sainted  memory.  After  two  years  spent  in 
business  and  study  at  Milwood,  Knox  Co.,  Ohio,  in  the  fall  ot  183^ 
he  was  admitted  to  the  Michigan  Conference,  then  embracing  a 
part  of  Ohio,  and  was  appointed  to  the  Bisden  Mission. 

The  following  are  the  fields  of  ministerial  labors  to  which  he  was 
appointed,  and  in  which  he  toiled  with  diligence  and  .abor ;  Pontiae 
Romeo,  Union  City,  Dexter,  Tecumseh,  Marshal,  Battle  Creek, 
Ann  Arbor,  Lansing,  Albion,  Marshall  District,  Grand  Rap'ds, 
Galesburg,  Jackson,  Ionia,  Battle  Creek,  Albion,  Teconsba,  Kala- 
mazoo District,  Coldwater  District,  Grand  Rapids  District.  For 
more  than  34  years  did  Reson  Sapp  serve  tin  church  faithfully  in 
the  Methodist  ministry.  Of  these  23  were  spent  in  the  regular 
pastorate,  one  in  a  superanuated  relation,  and  ten  in  the  Presiding 
Eldership. 

He  was  always  at  his  post  and  faithful  when  other  men  would 
have  faltered.  In  34  years  of  actual  service  he  did  not  lose  20 
Sabbaths  on  account  ol  sickness.  His  chief  ability  was  perhaps 
uot  that  of  a  preacher.  Nevertheless  he  was  a  man  of  peculiar 
power  in  the  pulpit.  His  mauner  was  thoroughly  his  own.  For 
the  most  part  he  was  calm  and  dispassionate  yet  falling  of  a 
climax  of  storms.  His  sermons,  especially  in  later  years,  were 
cogent,  argumentative  discussions  of    the    first    principles  ami

great  facts  and  yet  generally  delivered  with  a  degree  of  c.o-'^U 
blooded  enthusiasm,  that  was  sure  to  force  every  hearer  into 
assent  or  to  arouse  him  to  battle.  He  was  a  well  known,  laborious 
and  able  member  of  the  sessions  of  the  G  eneral  Conference,  held  at 
Boston,  Indianapolis,  Buffalo  and  Brooklyn.  He  was  a  valuable 
contributor  to  the  periodical  literature  ef  the  church. 

In  1841,  while  st-tioned  at  Monroe  City,  he  was  married  to  Miss 
MY  P.  Ferry.  The  home  circle  now  broken  for  the  first  time,  eon- 
gists  of  mother  and  six  sons.  Eighteen  months  before  the  death 
of  Brother  Sapp.  it  became  evident  that  he  was  suffering  from  a 
chronic  disease  of  the  stomach  It  was  plain  that  the  hand  that 
had  so  brave1  v  drawn  the  sword  of  the  Lord  must  soon  str  It 3  its 
last  blow.  His  Inst  sermon  was  preached  at  Alaska,  Mich.,  Janu- 
ary 12,  1873.  His  text  was  "The  Spirit  and  the  Bride  say  come" 
etc  What  a  text  for  the  last  !  He  soon  became  weaker  in  body 
and  took  to  his  bed.  On  Sunday,  May  4th,  he  was  nearing  the 
shore  of  time, but  he  was  ready  and  calmly  waiting.  He  said  to 
many  that  day  "make  it  su-e  that  you  meet  me  in  heaven."  With 
the  closing  day  his  vision  failed  him.  At  midnight  he  heard  the 
voice  of  the  Bridegroom,  and  calling  his  children  to  his  bedside,  he 
gave  them  his  last  words.  Twice  did  be  call  his  youngest  son, who 
aspires  to  his  father's  place,  saying  "Johnnie,  my  little  minister." 
He  then  called  for  the.  singing  of  "Who  are  these  arrayed  in 
white,11  and  soon  after  fell  gently  into  the  sleep  of  death.
